Tills answer is n consensus of an5W(;rs, from 
all walks ot lUc, to the Galhiii Poll Qunstlon. 
"H'JinC person living today do you admire 
most?" And It Indicates that we are drifting 
right down the middle ot the road. 

America's No. 1 pin-up boy Is General Mac- 
Arthur, with General Elsenhower In second 
place. National attention may seem recused 
on foreign relations and domestic economy. 
Congressional sentiment seems antl-mlll- 
tarlstlc. Yet these men are soldiers, not politi- 
cians. Perhaps the people haven't forKottcn 
the war, after all, and are expre.utnc; admira- 
tion for two war iecord.s unblemt.shcd and 
perhaps enhanced In the month.? of peace. 

The remaining eight favorites In the 
10 are associated with politics. The President 
of the United States la runnlatt third, and hi: 
predecessor's widow la In fourth place. The 
only living cx-presldcnt, a conservative Rc' 
pubUcaji, is sixth. In front of the younger 
and more liberal Hepiibllcan hopefuls, 
Thomna E. Dewey and Harold StnMcn. 

But before Mr. Hoover conies that doughty, 
conservative British statesman, Winston 
Churchill. And behind Mr. Hoover, ahead ot 
Messrs. Dewey and atassen. Is Henry A. Wal- 
lace, an ardent New Dealer II there ever 
ono. Secretary of State Byrnes gets a vote of 
confidence and tenth place. 

Dr. Gallup's top 10 are Interesting enough, 
but the list of prominent also-rans IntrlR'ies 
us even more. You won't find John L. Lewis 
or Jamcfi C. Petrllio or any of the du Fonts 
among them, but Frank Sinatra and Betty 
Orablc are there. 

Justice Jackson made the nko-rans, but not 
Justice Black. Clark Gable got there, but not 
Maurice Evans. Bob Hope, but not Fred Allen 
or Jack Benny or Fibber McQee. Helen Hayes, 
but not Katharine Cornell. 

And what does It all mean? Apparently, K 
Dr. Gallup's pulse-feeling Is up to normal ac- 
curacy, It means that our most vocal citizens 
and groups are not the Tolee of the people. It 
means that labor ha-in't captured the public, 
nor has big business been eashrlncd In the 
hearts of Its countrymen. 

Those who claim to speak tor the common 
man would do well to study this list of the 
common man's current Idols. It reveals that 
while wo remain sharply divided, the travail 
of war and the turmoil of peace have not 
brought any .-Uiarp changes. It may be as con- 
fusing as It Is enlightening. But the revolu- 
tion evidently isn't JiLst around the corner. 



USES OF ADVERSITY 
Rtusla'i United Nations veto o( the com- 
promise proposal for dealing with Franco 
Spain was the Soviet's first glaringly In- 
expert contribution to that subject. But It 
certainly was not the first diplomatic fumble 
by a major power In trying to deal with 
Europe's perennial fascist regime. 

Few governments (none ot the big ones) 
nice OencraJlssltno Franco or his political 
philosophy. But they seem unable to agree, 
on what to do about him, Spain, a poor, hard- 
Gcntbble country, hasn't been steady on her 
feet since her civil war. But she has great 
strategic Importance. 

Britain doesn't want to see communism re- 
place Franco. Rus.sla has enough friends In 
the deposed republic to be assured of at least 
a friendly Spanish government It the repub- 
lic Is restored. That's the core ol the dilemma. 
The trimmings, Including America's sug- 
gestions for ousting Franco, have been com- 
pounded ot confused starts and stops and 
general awkwardness. 

And through It all Generalissimo Franco, 
the pompous little dictator ot a little country, 
has grown more pompous and assured. And It 
must have given him particular pleasure to 
see Russia, his bitterest foe, tlx things so that 
a mighty coalition ot disapproving nations 
couldn't make a move against him. 

But perhaps It is well to see [he veto in 
action, even though it left the problem of 
Franco Spain more unsettled than ever. The 
veto, which was Russia's baby, was Included 
In the TIN charter over the objection of the 
amaller countries for two reasons: 

1. The opposition knew that insistence on 
no veto could wreck the stm unfonned United 
Nations or drive Russia out of It. 

2. The opposition was given assurance that 
the veto wotUd be used only in extraordinary 
circumstances and as a last resort. 

That, of course, hasn't happened, Thtj t
